The issue of political union, or 
holding an election to form a single 
government, retrains to be worked 
out.

France and 
the two German states, arc sched- 
uled to meet in Bonn on "May 5. 

There, they will try to resolve-dif- 
ficult ‘international aspect? of unifi- 
cation, including Germany’s future 
military stance. 

‘ While early July has frequently 
been mentioned as a goal for eco- 
nomic, monetary and social .union 
— meaning the coordination of so- 
cial bertefits, such - as unemployment, 
and old' age pensions — Tuesday's 
statement was the first confirmation

Milken pleaded guilty to conspira- 
cy, securities fraud, mail fraud, help- 
ing others violate federal securities 
regulations and assisting in the filing 
of a false tax return / 

Far less severe than the original 
indictment, the counts do not in- 
volve racktccring.or unjawful secu- 
rities trading based on inside infor- 
mation. The racketeering charge car- 
ried a minimum 20-year prison term 
and possible forfeiture of Milken's 
wealth. 

"The charges are a -far cry from 
the lurid, irresponsible and prejudi- 
cial accusations against Michael that 
have been made by anonymous 


sources to the press for the past 354 
years," Milken attorney Arthur Li- 
man said after the plea. “It is£, 
Michael’s hope that ... history will 
see his - violations - in context and 
judge him not just on the basis of his 
lapses but on the basis of the contri- 
butions that he made to the economy 
and to the American people.” 

Under the settlement, Milken 
agreed to pay $200 million in fines 
to the Justich ' Department and to 
S400 million for a civil fund for re- 
imbursing.- investors defrauded^ by - 
his actions. The penalties are the 
largest against an individual in U.S. 
history.

Romanians want Iliescu departure

anti-Communist demonstrators regrouped in u main 
i Bucharest square hours after being dispersed by riot 
police Tuesday to demand the resignation of Interim 
President Ion Iliescu. 

About 3,500 demonstrators' waved their fists and 
cheered as one speaker equated the National Salva- 
tion Front — llicscu’s party — with the Soviet KGB. 
’’Many shbufcUr'Ddvvtf Whir Communism!" " 

It was the third day of nearly constant protest 
against Iliescu and- the Front, which are linked in the 
minds of many Romanians with past Communist ex- 
cesses.

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Wage cost rise fuels fears of inflation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — _ 

Americans’ pay nod benefits"Shot up 
5.5 percent over the last 12 months, 
the largest jump in six years, the 
government said Tuesday. 

Health insurance costs alone rose 
12.1 percent. 

One economist called the 
continued surge in wages and 
medical care costs *‘a big negative 
on the inflation outlook." Others 
agreed, saying inflationary problems 
can’t be explained away by citing 
temporary factors, such . as 
December’s frigid temperatures. 

The acceleration in the Labor 


Dcpartmcnt’s-EmploymcnrCost 
Index "has got to moke them wony 
that the economy is too strong for its 
own good," said David Wyss, chief 
economist at DRI-McGraw Hill, "It 
may be time for them to hit the 
brakes. I don’t think they hove 
enough evidence yet, but a couple 
more months of this and they, will." 

Allen Sinai, chief economist at the 
Boston Co., said the report was "a 
big negative on the jin flalion. outlook. 

"It shows that wc have a rock 
hard, high employment cost lump 
facing American business that is 
being passed on at the retail level." 


"Consumer prices this year have 
been rising at an annual rate of 8.5 
percent, the highest in eight years. 

Michael K. Evans, who heads his 
own economic consulting firm in 
Washington, added: 

“People sort of thrugged and said, 
'Ho! hum, it must be due to special 
factors.' Now, sure enough, along' 
comes evidence that labor costs are 
rising at □ faster rate than before." 

The rising cost of wages, salaries . 
and benefits may increase pressure 
on Federal Reserve policy makers to 
push interest rales higher in an effort 
to slow the economy and lower the 


inflation rate, analysts said. 

The 5.5 percent rise in overall 
employment costs was the largest 
12-monlh advance since the 12 
months ending with March I ‘>84, 
when wages, salaries and benefits' 
increased by 5.4 percent, the 
government said. Employment costs 
had risen 4.8 percent for the 12 
months ending with.March 1989. 

Tight labor markets take touich of 
the blrjmc for pushing employment 
costs higher. Last month , the 
nation’s already low unemployment 
mtc fell 0.1 “percentage point to 5.2 
percent.

Davis 
said surveys have found 29 percent 
of Americans smoked in 1987 
compared with 40 percent in 1965 
and 44 percent in 1949.

BOISE (AP) — Thc number of 
Idaho prison inmates per capita has 
_ increased almost 400 percent in thc 
past 17 years, and thc state's Inmates 
‘arc getting' older and serving longcF" 
terms, according to a new report. 

'The report, prepared by'Boisc 
State University criminology 
professor Robert Marsh, was

1,953 when Marsh was gathering his 
figures in February and now is about 
1,985. It was 819 in November 
1979, dipped to 685 in November 
1980 and has been growing steadily 


ever since. 

About 340 inmates entered the 
prison system last year alone. 

The population now- includes slate 
inmates being held in county jails. 
Corrections Director . Richard 
Vcrnoiy said'Hiat number, after 
falling to less than 50 late last year 
after thc opening of thc new Idaho 
Maximum -Security-Prison south of- 
Boisc, was increasing from.

Group targets 
fast-food chains

WASHINGTON; — McDon- 
ald's, Burger King and other fust- 
food chains that use high-cholcs- 
tero! beef- fat shortening to fry 
their potatoes are being targeted 
by a public health advocacy'group 
in a new letter and poslcard cam- 
paign. 

The canjpaign, by ‘the Center 
for Science in the Public Interest, 
nlso triticizes the chains’, standard 
• c hildren's m cals.-which-includc u 
- hambuigcr,.frics and soft-drinks li— 
recommends replacing the soda 
with low-fat milk and the fries 
with carrot sticks or fresh fruit. 

The Center for Science in the 
Public Interest notes that beef tal- 
low has higher levels of saturated 
fat. than vegetabld shortening. iW 
creasing health risks. "As you 
know, a small serving of your 
french fries contains more beef fat 
than your regular hamburger," ac- 
.fordingJ.Q. letters, sent .to the top 
executives pf fast-food compa- 
nies, which also included - 
Wendy’s and Jack-in-the-Box. 

Hardee’s, Taco BcITand Arby's 
have already switched to all-veg- 
etable fats, the group said. 


The letters are backed up by 
postcards being distributed by the 
group through its 200,000 mem- 
bers. including "subscribers l(* its 
health newsletter, who arc being 
asked to mail the cards to the 
headquarters of the four targeted 
companies. 

’ Victoria Leonard, director of 
the center’s Children's Nutrition 
Project, said each chain will re- 
ceive “at least 5,000 postcards," 

The center claims support from, 
the American Heart Association, 
"American Nurses - 1 “Association;— 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion, the Association of Black 
Cardiologists and other organiza- 
tions." 

The center does credit Burger 
King, . McDonald’s and other 
chains with changing in recent 
years from beef-fat to vegetable 
shortening- to fry its chicken, fish 
and pics nnd introducing salads to 
their menus. 

'"’But'n Burger King^tkesman* 
Michael Evans, said that market 
research shows customers consis- 
tently prefer the taste of french 
fries cooked in beef fill over veg- 
etable oil.

* (bat caniiuickly be made from a few 
pieces of scrap lumber and a large 
butt hinge. The crusher can flatten a 
can to a thickness of less than one- 
half inch in a few seconds. 

I made the original crusher, which ^ 
has already flattened many cans, 
from scraps of pressure-treated yel- 
low pine 2-by-4s. The yellow pine is 
hard enough to hold up to a lot of 
can crushing, which will chew up the

an old door hinge, which is ideal for 
the joint of the legs, but any large 
butt hinge will do. 

To make a crusher, saw two pieces 
of 2-by-4. one 16/; inches long and 
one 1 1 inches long.

To flatten a can, place the crusher 
on a firm surface with its shor t leg 
on the bottom. Crimp the center area 
of the can with the fingers to help 
keep the can in place in the crusher 
and tili the cnds-slighlly.

I recommend the crusher fur flat- 
tening cans even in areas where re- 
cycling is not used. Crushed cans 
take upTi lot less space in landfills or ■ 
trash piles than unflattened cans. 

Another.rccycling tip. and a work- 
saver. is to let lawn clippings retufo 
So the soil instead of raking them up 
for disposal. More and more lawn 
experts say it is often good practice 
to let the clippings decompose in 
place. This can be done with a regu- 
. Jar.mcuvcr, ifihcJawn is. mowed FPU;., 
ularly so clippings are short. If clip- 
pings form mats or piles on the sur- 
face of the grass, they should be 
raked up. Special mulching mowers, 
including models by Bolens. Home- 
file, Troy-Bilt and Toro, also ^rc 
available. Mulching mowers have ~ 
specially designed blades to produce 
’ fine clippings that decompose more 
’ rapidly than regular clippings. And 
"these clippings won’f mat. 

Getting lumber safely from home • 
' center or lumberyard to the home is • 
a trick many do-it-yourselfers . 
haven't mastered. 1 recently came 
upon one lumber buyer who had 
dropped dozens of 2-by-4s on a busy 
highway because the boards were 
not loade d or secured properly.

No sooner has the grass turned green than 
. weeds become apparent in the lawn. Dande- 
lions and other weeds start to grow as early as 
the grass. The time to control weeds is before _ 
they bloom and ‘set seed. Otherwise a new 
crop of seed is produced, resulting in more 
weed seedlings this.ycar and next. 

Selective weed killers or herbicides arc 
available which kill the broadlcaf weeds with- 
out damaging the grass. The oldest lawn weed . 
killer is 2.4-D‘It is very effective on most oj_ 
the casy-to-control weeds including dandc- 

Mccbprop (MCPP) and Manvel arc more cf- - 
fcctivc on hardcr-to-control weeds such as 
clover. A combination of two or three herbi- 
cides together is oven more, effective. Some 
combined products have names such as 
Trimcc and Turflawn. You can check the la- 
bel to find out what the active ingredients arc. 

If you have not fertilized your, lawn yet this 
spring, an easy method of weed control is to 
apply a granular weed and feed product with a 
fertilizer spreader. Weed and feed products 
work best if the lawn is sprinklcd lightly.be-

Liquid formulations arc also available with 
or without fertilizer.

If you havronly a 
few weeds, already diluted spray bottles or 
aerosols arc convenient for spot weeding. 

Care must be taken in applying liquids to 
avoid spraying leaves of shrubs, flowers and 
other plants. Apply on a windless day since 

the spray can drift onto desirable plants. 

Lawn care companies and landscape main- 
tenance companies can ajso apply weed killers 
and fertilizers for you. Coarse grassy weeds 
such as quack grass will not be controlled by 
bwn weed killers. They must be spot treated 


with glyphosatc (Roundup, Klccnupand other 
brands). 

' Glyphosatc also kills desirable lawn grass. It 
can be carefully applied to the tips of coarser 
and faster growing quack grass with a paint 
brush without getting any on the lawn grass. 
When applied only to the tips a stronger con- 
centration must be used. ... 

Precautions should be taken whenever her- 
bicides and other pesticides arc handled. Read 
andTollow label precautions and directions 
carefully" Oricof the best precautions is to use 
rubber gloves, cspcciallylwhcn handling con- 
centrates. ’ ’ 

There ale far fewer weeds in lawns which 
are fertilized regularly so that the grass grows 
thickly. Adjusting the mowing height to 1H 
inches or higher will also improve lawn 
growth and leave little room for weeds to 
sprout and grow. .

sometimes slop to watch. 

In their own backyards and in vil- 
lage board rooms, residents of Illinois 
und other stales arc truly getting down 
to grass roots — as part of a growing 
national movement to control or ban 


lawn-care pesticides, which they be- 
lieve present a serious health risk to 
human beings. 

Nationwide, somc-450 local groups 
are fighting for pesticide regulations, 
-ncarly-double-thermmiher-fiyc .years 
ago. said Jay Feldman, coordinator of 
the Washington-based National Coali- 
tion Against the Misuse of Pesticides. 

Representatives of the SI. 5-billion- 
a-year lawn-care industry strongly op- 
pose efforts to further restrict or ban 
lawn and landscape pesticides, which 
kill weeds, insects, molds and fungus. 

Tlicy maintain that their products, 
when used properly, are applied in 
concentrations generally loo low to 
harm humans. They say the number of 
people who have serious reactions to 
pesticides is much too small to war- 
rant stepi that would hurt the industry 
and inconvenience homeowners.
